Geological Survey. 

Some time ago wo complained of 
the palpable inadequacy of the ofiorts 
put forth by the Dominion Govern- 
ment towards carrying out that Term 
of Union which required a goological 
survey of this Provinco to be made. 
The arrival amongst us of Mr. Rich- 
ardson, the very ablo Assistant of 
Professor Selwyn, brings the subject 
once more to the- surface of public 
thought. The enquiry is very natuar- 
ally made, "Can a geological survey 
of a country so vast in extent andmin- 
cralogically so important.bo reasonably 
and efficiently accomplished through 
such puny efforts as have, so far at 
least, been put forth?" There can bo 
but one answer, and that is "ho." It 
has already been announced that Mr 
Richardson will await instruction 
from Ottawa, and those instructions 
are expected to come with the railway 
Burvoy parties by tho noxt trip of the 
Prince Alfred. Now, representations 
should be rnado at onco with a view to 
pressing upon the Federal authorities 
the importance arid necessity of com- 
mencing an earnest and vigorous geo- 
logical survey of the Province. Bri- 
tish Columbia had a right to-- expect 
that such a survey would havo imme- 
diately followed Union; but up to the 
present time sho has boon put off with 
what we must really bo permitted to 
regard as littlo bettor than a flimsy 
pretense. And it is just this dilly- 
dally, shilly-shally policy exhibited by 
Canada towards British Columbia that 
is gradually creating in the public 
mind a general feeling of want of con- 
fidence, which may break out at nny ruo- 
msnt upon tho slightest provocation. 
Where is Professor Selwyn, or what 
has been on hand more important or 
more urgent than tho direction of a 
proper survey of British Columbia? 
Of all tho Provinces comprising the 
Dominion there is none of greater 
presumed mineral importance, and 
there certainly is not one respecting 
which so much romains yet to bo re- 
vealed—brought to light by tho touch 
of scientific resea; ch. Hence British 
Columbia may fairly bo regarded as 
presenting tho most important field 
for geological investigation; and it is, 
therefore, hero that Professor Solwyir 
ought to be with a strong force at his 
command. It would be unnecessary 
to dwell upon tho obvious advantages 
of such a survey — to show how science 
might direct the hardy "prospector" 
and inspire confidence in the miud of 
the hesitating capitalist. As a means 
of making British Columbia properly 
known and appreciated both at home 
and abroad, a geological survey ap- 
pears to bo indispensable. Impressed 
with its importance, tho Legislature 
insisted upon making such a survey 
a distinct condition of Union; and, 
having been made ^condition of Union, 
tho people have a right to expect its 
faithful fulfilment b} Canada. 

More Tariff Changes- 

If there is one thing more than another 
abhorent to commerce it ia constant tin- 
kering with the Customs Tariff of the 
country, and consequent disturbauce of 
the basis of trade. It is not our happi- 
ness to congralulato the present Admin- 
istration of the Dominion upon their first 
attempt at tariff-mending. A few days 
ago we published certain" tariff changes, 
designed for revenue purposes and, con- 
sequently, calculated to increase taxation. 
The ink in which that change was an- 
nounced had scarcely time to dry vrhon 
out came another batch of new figures. 
Presto! change! There is this consola- 
tion, however, that tho latest change is 
in thedirection of lightening taxation, and 
is, in every itom, favorable to tlio Pacific 
Provinco, as will bo seen by a reference 
to another column. Tho duty en "Old 
Tom" has been reduced from SI 50 to $1 
per gallon; tho duty on sugars has been 
materially reduced; tho duty on toa lias 
been reduced from (i ots. and 4 eta. on 
green and black teas to 4 ct3. and 3 
cts., respectively; the 2flporcont ad va- 
loromlist has boon reduced to L7J/J per 
cent; tho 7 1 /, percent, list to 5.; and quito 
a number of artioles havobcen transferred 
to the freo list. These aro the principal 
changes made by tLo last edict issued 
from Ottawa, and, as has boon seen, they 
all tend to tho advantage of the consum- 
er. We hasten to placo the amendments 
in tho Customs Tariff boforo 
the publio for general information. This 
last change, following so closely upon the 
heels of the first, would seem to indicate 
that the first was received with disfavor 
in the older Provincos.

The Conspiracy to Release 

Scliooiey. 

The case of Georgo Cicero, ohargfd 
with conspiring with Hixon aud another 
to procure the release of Thomas Sahoo- 
ley from prison was on yostorday at the 
Police (Jourt, before His Honor A. C. 
Elliott, Esq. Attorney-General Walkout 
appeared to prosecute, and A. R. Robert- 
son, Q. C, instructed by Mr. Courtney, 
defended. 

Constable Richard Beechor was the on- 
ly witnoss called. His evidence, which 
occupied some time in giving, wont to 
show that shortly after tho last assizes 
Cicero met him on tho street and asked 
him to moot a friond of Schooloy's who 
wanted to got him out of prison. Cicero 
told him the name of tho man was Hixon 
aud witness met Hixon who unfolded a 
plan for releasing the prisoner as follows: 
"Boecher was to take a Siwaah, drunk or 
sober, from ouUide tho gaol and chloro- 
form tho turnkey; then hand the chloro- 
form to tho man o'-war's man who was in 
Hchooley's cell; the man-o'-war's man was 
then to ohlorolorm Marwiok, tho other 
oell-mato of Schooley — aud Boecher was 
to take tho keys from tho insensible turn- 
key, unlock tho cell door aud let Schoo- 
ley and the man-o'-war's man out; tho 
big gato opening on Bastion street was 
then to bo opened and Schooley and the 
man-o'-war's mau wero to bo let out. 
They would find horses ready and wero 
to ride to Beacon Hill where a tug boat 
would bo cruising aud would tako them 
on board." Witness saw Hixon and an- 
other mau on several oceasions at the 
Oriental Hotel. They offered him as high 
as $5,000; on one occasion thev showed 
the money — part of it in a shotbag and 
part lying on tho tablo. Ciooro was not 
present at any of those iiitervieVs, nor 
was his name mentioned by either party. 
After seeing Hixon, witness walked with 
Cicero several times, but Cicero never 
mentioned Schooloy's name nor said ary- 
thiiig about the affair to witness, except 
on the occasion referred to. Witness' in- 
tention was to load tho conspirators ou 
until they had committed themselves and 
thon have them arrested; warned tho gaol- 
er, Mr. Woollaoot , but did not report 
the matter to Mr. Bowdon until tho 28th 
of April when Bowden asked me; Hixon 
and the stranger, mean .yhile, had got 
frightened and tied; uitness did not warn 
them that warrants Wfe out. 

Tho prisoner was remanded until Mon- 
day at 11 o'clock, the samo "bail ($1000) 
being demanded for his appearance.

Butteii in Fbangk.— if our dairymen 
need a spur, an eye-opener, a lesson which 
speaks volumes in three words, here is 
ono at the head of this article. Butter is 
actually brought from France and sold 
by tho Nov York dealers. And this is. 
thus because there is an actual scarcity 
in tho market of good butter put up in, 
attractive shape for small consumers. 
When wo know that one dairyman gets. 
SI, 15 a pound for his product, another 81,. 
and another 75 cents the year round, ai. 
his dairy door, it is easily seen that it will 
pay to bring butter across tho ocean from 
Franco, if it is only good and shapely 
enough to suit tlio ins idious purchasers, 
who will huve something nice whatever 
it may cost. All this butter is made from 
choice oow», choicely fed on clean sweet, 
food; tho milking is done in tho cleanest 
manner. The milk is handled us carefully 
as though it was nectar; the cream is 
churned with utmost cure by clock and 
thermometer, the butter is worked witln 
skill, and is made up in shapely cakes, 
which do not require to be cut when 
brought to tho tablo. Compare, then, 
this cake— hard, golden yellow, sweat, 
fragrant and tempting to all tho senses— 
to an unslightly chunk, which is cut out 
of a greasy keg, and smells of old age and 
rancidity and is made front ill kept 
cream from cows filthily lodged and 
carelessly milked, and is churned any- 
how, and the difference is amply ac- 
counted for. — N. 1'. Times. 

Savory Australian Meat. — A new 
patent has just been granted , says Iron, to 
Mr. S. S. ltitchio, for "Improvements in 
tho Manufacture of Preserved Meat." In 
his specification he says that to obviato 
tho necessity of our cooking tho meat 
when it is boiled for preservation purpo- 
ses in largo pieces, it is first cut up into 
minute particles by means of a chopping 
machine. Herbs, salt, spices, <fcc, aro ad- 
ded to rentier tho wholo savory. Tho 
mass is then divided into small oakes of 
convenient sizo, and destocated in an 
oven, &o.,at a heat of from t00 to -120 de- 
grees Falir, After this the cakes aro 
pi cked in tin cases, ono ounco of strong 
meat jolly is added to creato steam, tho 
tins aro subjected to heat in a bath of 
chlorido of calcium; and as soon as a jot 
of steam issues from a hole loft in tho lid. 
such hole is firmly closed, tho canisters 
being subsequently subjected to a tem- 
perature of from 25) to 200 degrees Fahr 
for a short period, This moat i3 report- 
ed to bo admirablo in flavour.

Europe. 

Madrid.. May 1. — Dispatchos from 
Santandro announce that tho Carlists 
this p. tu. wero rotroating in confu- 
sion. 

Its reported that tho Government 
forces havo already entered Bilboa. 

Tho Carlists havo abandoned their 
strong position at San Pedro, Abanti 
and San Julian, which aro occupied by 
tho Republicans who expect to occupy 
Partugalette to-day, and thus effaet 
tho deliverance of Bilboa. 

Rome, May 1. — Nicola Tommazo.the 
distinguished politician and author, is 
dead. 

London, May 1. — The Post, in an 
editorial on American Finances, re- 
marks that tho hopes of a complete 
victory in tho noxt Presidential elec- 
tion indulged by tho Inllationists, more 
properly speaking, theRepublicanists, 
are melancholy to contomplato. 
Should they bo realized, then tho de- 
claration of independence would bo 
celebrated by u declaration of inde- 
pendence of coin-mou honosty. Tho 
most ominous feature is that tho strug- 
gle is sharply defined by geographic li- 
mits, and threatens to become section- 
al like tho Anti-Slavery contest. 

Eastern States- 

Little Rook, May 1. — Tho situation 
hero is unchanged. Brooks still occu- 
pies the Scate House with about 500 
men, while Baxter is at Anthony 
House with 300 U. S. troops and con- 
tinues to occupy a position between 
thorn. 

General Fagan, ox-Confedorate, as- 
sumes the command of Brooks' forces 
in the State, and calls on his old com- 
rades to rally to his standard. Both 
parties appear to bo vaiting for defi- 
nite news from Washington.

It fur- 
ther provides that thoy shall distribute 
money paid them among tho mem- 
bers who contributed to pay their 
losses.
